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Grand  March  with  Flags, 


T^WENTY-FOUR  girls  of  any  size  mny  take  part  in 
'  this  drill.  They  ihould  l>e  dreHsed  in  •  uniform 
costume — black  skirU  and  red  niilitai^  waintH,  trii.imed 
with  brass  buttons,  look  very  pretty.  If  such  a  costume 
IS  difficult  to  obtain,  white  dreiuieH,  trimmed  with  red, 
white,  and  blue  ribbons,  will  serve  the  purpose. 

The  music  for  this  march  should  be  martial.  Tlio 
more  rousing  the  march  that  is  played  the  more  effective 
the  drill.  The  pianist  will  play  an  intmduction,  or  strike 
a  chord  when  the  march  is  to  l>e);iii. 

Each  girl  will  hold  two  flags,  one  in  each  hand.     It  is 
well  not  to  have  the  flags  too  sniiiU.    About  fourteen 
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inohea  by  nin«  iiwhas,  and  mounted  on  •  twanty-foor 
iiioh  atiok,  ia  a  good  atendard  aiaa.    Have  than  largar  ^ 
rather  than  amallar.  *j 

GRAND  MARCH. 
▼HEEL. 

The  girb  will  form  up  in  tw«a  in  the  ante-room,  and 
come  down  the  oentre  of  the  ataga,  a  flag  in  each  hand, 
the  inaide  flag  of  each  girl  oroaaed  with  her  partner'*. 
When  the  line  reaohee  the  front  of  the  atage,  it  will  halt 
for  a  moment,  then  the  first  twelve  girla  (t.e ,  the  first 
six  paira)  will  turn  a  quarter  of  a  oirole  to  the  right,  and 
faoe  the  right  of  the  atage ;  the  laat  twelve  (<.«.,  the  laat 
aiz  paira)  will  turn  a  quarter  of  a  circle  to  the  left,  and 
faoe  the  left  of  the  atage.  Aa  each  girl  tuma  aha  will 
bring  both  flaga  in  front  of  her,  holding  her  handa  in  a 
line  with  her  ahouldera.  The  eleventh,  twelfth,  thir- 
teenth, and  fourteenth  girla  will  alowly  turn,  aa  on  a 
pivot,  and  all  the  girls  will  wheal  to  the  right,  aa  the 
apokea  of  a  wheel.  The  outer  girla  will  have  to  take 
very  long  atopa,  in  order  to  keep  tlie  abape  of  the  wheal. 
See  that  the  flags  are  all  held  in  a  straight  Una  Let  the 
wheel  revolve  three  times.  The  two  outer  girls  of  s*«h 
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•poke  will  now  mareh  to  the  right,  white  the  inner  eiiteen 
girta  atand  a*  a  mnallor  wheel.  Let  them  march  twioe 
around. 

The  two  outer  giiU  of  each  Kpoke  will  now  atand, 
while  the  inner  wheel  (wmaixting  of  sixteen  giria)  revoWee 
twioe. 

Aa  tba  movement  ia  a  very  pretty  one,  if  there  be 
time  let  the  whole  wheel  revolve  again. 

HOLLOW  SQUARE. 

The  girla  will  now  turn,  face  the  front  of  the  atage, 
oroea  inaide  flag  with  partner'a,  and  come  down  the  centra 
of  the  atage  in  two*.  When  they  reach  the  front  of  the 
atage,  the  girls  on  the  right  will  turn  to  the  right,  and 
the  girla  on  the  left  will  turn  to  the  loft ;  eaoh  giri  will 
hold  her  flags  straight,  out  in  f'^nt  of  her  as  she  tunw. 
They  will  gd  to  .t)te  biuk  of  the  stage,  laeet,  croeeing 
inaide  flags,  and  come  down  the  centre  of  the  atage  in 
twee.  The  first  and  second  girls  will  step  to  the  front  of 
the  stage,  a  little  to  the  right  of  the  centre ;  the  third 
and  fourth  girla  will  fon  up  to  the  left  of  them,  facing 
the  andienoe,  in  the  very  centre  of  the  stage ;  thf  fifth 
and  sixth  girls  will  form  up  to  the  left  of  them.  Let  all 
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*»V>  •>•  oroMtd,  raatpt,  of  oourM,  the  right-hiuid  flag  of 
th.  Bnt  giri  und  th«  laft-hMid  flag  of  th«  aisth  girl.    The 
«e»     ;,h,  eJKhth,  ninth,  tenth,  elerenth,  ud  twelfth  girla 
wiU  maroh  to  the  left  of  the  nUg,,  mi  torn  one  line 
feeing  the  left.    The  eeveuth  giri  ehould  be  U  laaet  two 
foet  behind  the  eixth  giri.    The  thirteenth,  fourteenth, 
ttfteonth,  oixteenth,  ceventeenth,  end  eighteenth  giria 
will  nwroh  to  the  right,  end  form  one  line  (Ming  the 
right  of  the  etage.    The  thirteenth  giri  ahould  be  about 
two  feet  behind  the  Ant  giri.    Let  eaoh  giri  of  thia  line 
take  her  i>ueition  froiA  the  aeeond  line  that  waa  formed. 
<■.«.,  the  line  that  ia  facing. the  left.     The  nineteenth, 
twentieth,  twenty-ttiat,  twenty-aeoond,  ♦wenty-third,  and 
twenty-fourth  girls  will  form  one  line  facing  the  back  of 
the  Htage,  the  nineteenth  girl  being  about  two  feet  behind 
the  eiKhteunth.     Tliia  fomia  a  hollov  aquare,  facing  out- 
ward.    Ut  all  flaga  be  held  on>.«ed.    Let  eaoh  line  wheel 
to  the  right,  until  the  aquare  be  turned  and  all  are  facing 
the  inaide  of  the  aquare.    The  fint  aiz  girla  wUl  now 
have  their  backa  to  the  audience.    Let  the  aquare  now 
wheel  again,  untU  all  are  facing  outward.    Again  the  line 
will  wheel,  aa  in  the  flret  inatance.  until  the  aquan  ia 
facing  inward.    Thia  time  all  will  march  to  the  centre,  at 
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the  Mm*  timt  Miang  their  ftig*  m  high  m  |»«ibU,  pr*. 
•«»iiigth«.hi>p«ofth«»iiHire.  Thi.  movement  nwy  »» 
repeated  onee  or  twice.  The  whole  iiquHre  will  now 
wheel  to  the  right,  until  it  ie  facing  outwunl,  and  the 
girh  wiU  mareh  to  their  plaeea  in  the  line  and  oome 
down  the  oentre  of  the  iitage  in  twoH. 

ARCHES. 

When  aU  are  in  Une,  in  twee,  faoin  he  audienoe.  the 
right-hand  girla  will  turn  a  quarter  of  .  oirole  to  the  left, 
and  the  left-hand  girl*  wfll  turn  a  quarter  o'  a  oirole  to 
the  right.  EacI  girl  i*  now  facing  her  partner,  i^he 
flagi  are  held  over  the  ahouldem.  The  twetity-third  ;  1 
twenty-fourth  girla  will  turn,  face  the  audience,  and  with 
flag!  over  their  ahoulden  will  march  down  through  the 
line  and  take  their  pUcea  at  the  front  of  the  line,  facing 
each  other.  The  line  will  keep  Htepping  to  the  iMck  of 
the  stage,  to  make  room  for  them.  They  will  be  cloaely 
followed  by  the  twenty-Brat  and  twenty-second  girla,  who 
will  march  to  their  places  at  the  front  of  the  line,  and  so' 
on,  until  all  have  marched  through  the  line  to  the  front, 
and  the  line  is  in  its  original  position,  first  and  second 
girla  in  front.  This  movement  may  be  repeated.  If 
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desired,  eHoh  girl  may  okms  her  flags  with  her  p»rtner'^ 
Riiil  form  nn  arch,  under  which  the  girls  may  paaa. 

WHEELING. 

Let  the  girls  on  the  right  now  turn  a  quarter  of  a  circle 
to  the  right,  and  the  girls  on  the  left  a  quarter  of  a  circle 
to  the  left ;  all  are  now  standing  hack  to  back.  The  whole 
line  -vill  now  wheel  to  the  front,  the  first  and  second  girls 
turning  as  on  a  pivot,  and  the  twenty-third  and  twenty- 
fourth  girls  taking  very  long  steps.  The  flags  will  be  held 
well  up.  The  twenty-four  girls  are  now  facing  the  audi- 
ence.   The  girls  will  now  backward  wheel  to  places. 

The  line  will  now  wheel  in  the  other  direction,  the 
twenty-third  and  twenty-fourth  girls  will  act  as  pivots, 
niid  the  first  and  second  girls  will  take  long  paces.  The 
line  is  now  standing  with  its  back  to  the  audience.  Let 
the  flags  bo  raised  so  as  to  be  seen  in  a  straight  line 
nlmvu  the  heads  of  the  girls.  The  line  will  now  back- 
ward wheel  to  place. 

DIAGONALS. 

The  girls  will  now  sepante,  the  right-hand  girls. turn- 
ing to  the  right,  and  the  left-hand  girls  to  the  left ;  they

will  mMroh  to  the  back  of  the  stage.  Each  line  will  then 
march  across  the  stage  diagonally.  The  first  girl  will 
march  from  the  back  of  the  right-hand  side  of  the  stage 
to  the  front  of  the  left-hand  side  of  the  stage.  The 
second  girl  will  march  from  the  left-hand  back  of  the 
stage  to  the  right-hand  front  of  the  stage.  All  the  odd 
numbers  will  follow  the  first  girl,  and  all  the  even  num- 
bers will  follow  the  second  girl.  The  second  girl  will 
(lass  between  the  first  and  the  third,  the  fourth  girl 
between  the  third  and  the  fifth,  etc.  This  movement 
may  also  be  repeated. 
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COILS. 

The  girls  will  pass  to  the  back  of  the  stage,  and  come 
down  in  single  file,  flags  over  their  shoulders.  The 
first  twelve  will  march  to  the  centre  of  the  right-hand 
side  of  the  stage,  the  second  twelve  will  march  to  the 
centre  of  the  left-hand  side  of  the  stage.  The  first  and 
thirteenth  girls  will  act  as  leaders.  They  will  lead  each 
line  in  as  large  a  circle  as  possible,  taking  care  that  one 
oirole  does  not  interfere  with  the  other ;  then  they  will 
describe  a  smaller  circle  inside  the  larger,  and  so  on  until 
they  reach  the  centre  of  the  coil.  Reaching  the  centre, 
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
